Sir: 

In response to the Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief, applicant disagrees and 
directs the examiners attention to 37 CFR § 41.37 (c)(1) which states clearly that appellants "not 
represented by a registered practitioner need only substantially comply with paragraphs (c) (1) (i) 
through (c) (1) (iv) and (c) (l)(vii) through (c) (l)(x) of this section:". Pursuant to this clear 
language, appellant is not required to include either a summary of the invention under heading 
(v) or the grounds of rejection under heading (vi). Appellant included items under these 
headings as a courtesy to the board such that a single document (the brief) would contain the 
relevant, albeit in the case of the summary, cursory information. Appellant's invention is very 
simple.
